The third edition appears late in the af- 
ternoon. is printed on red paper, and 
beats the name of Titanl- Pau (country 
sheet), It consists of extracts from the 
earlier editions, and is largely eu bscribed 
for in the provinces. The number of cop-

A few days ego Fish Commis 
sioner Cary had on exhibition at 
the State hatchery in Carson balf a 
dozep New England brook trout, 
the parent fish of which have been 
in Marlette lake and the reservoirs 
of the Virginia aud Gold Hill Wa- 

Gompiny for several” yerrs, 

rough the kindness of Mejor J. 
B. Overton the Fish Commission 
of Nevada has been fortunate 
enough to yearly receive an unlim- 
ited supply of egas from this source 
which, after being hatched, have 
been pluced ia the public waters 
and reservoirs discharging directly 
into the streams of this State. 

The eggs of the fish in question 
were take in Oct»ber, 1886, batched 
in December of that year, and dis- 
tributed tu the latter part of Jau- 
uary, 1887. Tue fish alluded to are 
vow from thirteen tu fifteen inclies 
in leugth aod averace one anda 
half pounds in weight. The 
young fisb were delivered to Mr. 
H. Basman, a raucher living thir- 
teen mfes auth ef Genua, and 
paced.ia bis reservoir, the dis- 
cbarging polut of whic. ie but u 
short distance from the Carson 
river, Mr. Basman has occasiouslly 
fed these fish trom table scraps, 
which no doubt aided io their re- 
warkable growth. it seems al- 
most Impossible that 4 fish one 
inch loug eighteen months ago 
would to-day reach the length aut 
weight here de-cribéd, but here 1- 
the evidence trom one of the most 
responsible men in the ofste, be- 
sides fish of like age and size can 
be seen in his reservoir. There are 
vow quite a number of private 
ponds in the State filled with food 
fishes of various kiuds, aud in a 
State having so mauy reservoirs for 
irrigating purposes it would seem 
that if Mr. Basman’s success was 
generally known it would be but 
two or three years until every 
farme:’s jable would be supplied 
reveral times a week with fresh 
fish caught twenty minutes befure 
the meal. These ex eriments ol 
Judge Cary and Mr. Basman shoul 1 
vive renewed iife to fish culture, 
particularly us the te-ervoir ts 4 
uecessity, the cort of eg so litile, 
aud a ready market in every veigh- 
borbood and town.
